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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: regarding the rejection under 102, applicants are 
reminded that patentees are not limited to their working examples. The fact that Li et al. do not prepare a working example that 
anticiaptes the claims does not take away from the fact that they specifically teach adding a fluorosilane meeting claimed component (B). 
With regards to the comparative results, the Examiner notes that such specific results are not commensurate in scope with that claimed 
and as such cannot be relied upon to establish unobviousness over the breadth of the claims. In addition the Examiner questions the 
unobviousness of increased oil and water repellency when including a fluorosilane, as this is a property commonly associated with 
fluorinated groups. With regards to claim 10, one need not select Y groups that are alkoxy and acetylacetonate to meet this claim since 
the silane on the bottom of column 5 also meets the claimed metal alkoxide (see for intance page 3, line 21 of the specification which 
shows such metal alkoxides). 
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
